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ADMINISTRATION 


The  Vermont  State  ASC  Committee  administers  the  Agricultural  Conservation 
Program,  the  Soil  Bank  Program,  Price  Support  Programs,  and  other  programs 
applicable  to  the  State  for  which  the  Agricultural  Conservation  and  Stabili- 
zation Service  has  primary  responsibility. 

These  programs  are  administered  in  Vermont  at  State,  county  and  community 
levels  by  ASC  committees  conposed  of  farmers.  Farmers  in  each  community 
elect  annually  from  their  number  a community  cornmittee  of  three  to  carry 
out  the  programs  and  do  the  field  work  in  their  community.  Any  farmer 
who,  as  owner  or  operator  of  a farm,  participated  in  the  past  year,  or 
will  participate  in  the  coming  year  in  the  Agricultural  Conservation  Program, 
or  is  eligible  for  price  support,  is  eligible  to  vote  in  this  annual  election. 
They  also  elect  a delegate  to  attend  a county  convention  at  which  a county 
committee  of  three  is  elected.  The  county  agricultural  agent  serves  as  an 
ex  officio  member  of  the  county  committee. 

The  county  committee  administers  the  programs  at  the  county  level  within 
the  policies  and  guides  set  up  by  the  State  Committee.  Each  county  com- 
mittee employs  a full-time  county  office  manager  who  is  in  charge  of  the 
county  AS CS  office. 

The  State  Committee  is  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  It  is 
responsible  for  the  administration  and  operation  of  all  applicable  programs 
in  the  State,  The  Comrrittee  determines  the  policies  and  makes  recomraendations 
to  be  carried  out  by  a State  Executive  Director  who  is  the  administrative  head 
of  the  State  ASCS  Office.

AGRICULTURAL  COilBERVATIOM  PROGRAM  - I96I 


Admini  s tration 

The  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  is  authorized  by  an  Act  of  Congress  and 
came  into  existence  in  1936,  The  program  recognizes  the  need  for  additional 
conservation  of  our  soil,  water,  and  forest  resou2pces.  It  sets  up  a system 
whereby  the  Goveraraent  ard  farmers  can  join  together  in  a program  of  conserva- 
tion. This  provides  for  a farmer-consumer  effort  to  encourage  and  financially 
help  farmers  to  carry  out  needed  conservation  practices  so  that  the  Nation* s 
farms  msy  continue  to  produce  in  the  future. 

The  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  is  based  on  the  conservation  needs  of 
the  various  States  as  determined  by  the  State  ASC  Committees  in  consultation 
with  Extension  specialists  and  technical  people  from  other  agencies.  Some  of 
these  needs  for  Vermont  and  those  accomplished  under  the  I96I  AGP  are  as 
follows :

The  program  is  developed  from  the  recommendations  of  the  community  and  county 
committees  as  these  reflect  the  needs  at  the  grass  roots.  The  State  Handbook 
of  practices  is  drawn  up  and  approved  by  the  State  Committee  working  with  the 
National  and  State  Forest  Service  representatives  and  the  State  Soil  Conser- 
vationist, The  provisions  and  practices  are  within  the  framework  of  the 
National  Bulletin, 


The  program  is  administered  through  the  locally-elected  county  and  community 
committeemen.  There  are  Ij2  county  committeemen  and  U62  cortimunity  committee- 
men serving  the  program  as  it  is  operated  in  Vermont  at  the  present  time. 
Through  this  service  they  develop  qualities  of  leadership  which  are  a valuable 
asset  to  the  community  and  State, 

The  average  cost  per  farm  enrolled  in  the  program  for  the  fiscal  year  1962 
for  the  committeemen *s  work  in  administering  AGP  and  the  other  applicable 
programs  in  Vermont  was  coimty  committee  - $1,82  and  community  committee  - 
$5*63.  These  men  receive  pay  on  a per  diem  basis  for  the  time  worked  only. 

In  addition  to  the  conservation  work  carried  out  on  the  land  as  summarized 
in  the  tables  contained  in  this  report,  the  program,  through  furnishing  lime 
and  fertilizers  on  a contract  basis,  has  kept  the  costs  of  these  materials 
at  a lower  level  than  they  would  have  been  otheiwise.  In  working  with  the 
railroads  in  connection  with  the  transportation  of  the  materials,  freight 
rates  have  been  reduced  in  many  instances. 

The  tabulation  on  page  16  showing  "Use  of  Funds"  by  years  indicates  that 
the  farmer  has  been  and  is  contributing  in  cash  and  services  considerably 
more  than  the  cost  of  the  program  to  the  Government, 
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Soil  Sampling  Service 

The  soil  sampling  service  was  again  available  in  all  ccunties  as  a part  of 
the  AGP*  The  samples  were  talcen  by  committeemen  as  requested  by  the  farmer 
and  sent  to  the  soil  testing  laboratory  at  the  State  Agricultural  College, 

The  soil  test  reports  and  recommendations  were  made  to  the  farmer  through 
the  cooperation  of  the  Agronort^r  Department  and  the  comty  agricultural  agent, 
7269  samples  were  taken  on  1900  farms  at  a cost  of  $ij.l80  in  program  funds, 

ASCS-SCS  Agreements 

Thirteen  counties  entered  into  agreements  with  the  Soil  Consearvation  Service 
for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  technical  assistance  in  connection  with  those 
practices  for  which  that  agency  had  the  responsibility  for  the  technical 
phases.  The  amounts  of  program  funds,  by  counties,  covered  by  ttiese  agreements 
are  as  follows;

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PRICE  SUPPORT  PROGRAMS 

In  the  field  of  price  support,  the  Vermont  ASC  Committee  has  concerned  itself 
with  keeping  up  to  date  on  the  over-all  activities  of  the  various  price  suppoii: 
programs  that  would  affect  the  State's  agriculture  sijch  as  those  for  dairy 
products,  honey,  wheat,  corn  and  the  purchase  and  loan  programs.  Information  on 
these  has  been  passed  along  to  the  county  offices  and,  through  publicity,  the 
farmers  have  been  kept  informed, 

TOBACCO  M&RKETIliG  QUOTA  PROGRAM 

Marketing  quotas  for  cigar-filler  and  binder  tobacco  were  approved  for  three 
years  by  tobacco  farmers  in  a referendum  held  February  13,  1957.  A tobacco 
acreage  allotment  was  established  for  the  one  farm  growing  tobacco  in  Vermont 
for  the  1961-62  marketing  year. 


WOOL  PROGRAM  - I96I 

The  National  Wool  Incentive  Program  originally  authorized  by  the  National  Wool 
Act  of  19514.  was  extended  in  the  summer  of  196I  by  the  Agricultural  Act  of  196I 
for  four  more  years  beginning  with  the  1962  marketing  year  and  through  the  1965 
marketing  year  which  ends  March  31,  1966,  The  wool  incentive  price  of  62^  per 
pound  is  established  under  legislation  which  directs  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
to  take  into  consideration  prices  paid  and  other  cost  conditions  affecting  sheep 
production  in  determining  a support  price  that  will  encourage  an  annual  produc- 
tion of  300  million  pounds  of  shorn  wool.  The  law  also  limJ.ts  the  amounts 
available  for  making  payments  to  70  percent  of  the  duties  collected  on  imports 
of  wool  and  wool  manufactures  since  January  1,  1953.  N.  wool  production  in 
1961  is  expected  to  be  about  26I4.  million  pounds  - 11  percent  above  production 
in  195^1.  - before  the  wool  program  started.  The  following  activities  concerning 
the  1961  wool  program  were  carried  out  by  the  Vermont  ASCS; 

1,  Timely  State  and  county  news  releases  were  made  throughout  the  year  to  keep 
producers  informed  of  the  activities  under  the  progpram.  County  offices  also 
sent  informational  letters  to  sheep  owners  which  encouraged  these  people  to 
file  their  applications  on  time  and  outlined  the  necessary  documents  which  were 
needed  to  support  the  applications  and  to  qualify  for  incentive  payment, 

2,  Applications  were  received  by  county  offices  for  both  shorn  wool  and  unshorn 
lambs  throughout  the  marketing  year, 

3,  Monthly  and  special  reports  were  made  by  county  offices  to  the  State  ASCS 
Office  as  required.  The  monthUy  and  special  reports  were  made  by  the  State 
Office  to  the  Livestock  Division  and  Agricultural  Statistician  in  accordance 
with  regulations.

5#  The  State  Office  has  cooperated  with  the  Vermont  Sheep  Producers  Associa,tion 
and  the  Animal  Husbandry  Department  of  the  University  of  Vermont  by  providing 
information  on  the  wool  program  and  lists  of  Vermont  sheep  growers. 

1961  Incentive  Rates 

For  the  196I  marketing  year^  the  shorn  wool  incentive  payment  was  hhoS  percent 
which  represented  an  incentive  payment  to  producers  of  $U[i.,50  for  every  hundred 
dollars  received  for  their  shorn  wool.  The  payment  rate  on  sales  of  unshorn 
lambs  for  1961  was  76^  per  hundredweight  of  live  aniraals  sold. 

Promotion  Fund  Deductions 

Promotion  fund  deductions  continued  at  one  cent  a pound  for  shorn  wool  and  five 
cents  per  hundredweight  on  imshom  lambs.  This  is  in  accordance  with  the  1959 
referendum  of  sheep  oimers  when  this  deduction  was  approved.  These  deductions 
are  paid  to  the  American  Sheep  Producers  Council  for  the  purpose  of  promioting 
sales  of  wool  and  wool  products.  At  the  above  rates^  receipts  from  deductions 
from  shorn  wool  and  unshorn  lamb  payments  to  producers  in  the  U.  S,  average 
about  3 million  dollars  annually.  These  funds  are  turned  over  to  the  American 
Sheep  Producers  Council,  Inc, 

Following  is  a sumraai^r  of  196I  wool  payments  for  Vermont: 

192  applications  for  shorn  wool  payments  were  received  from  sheep 
producers.  There  were  52,l7ij.  pounds  of  shorn  wool  on  applications 
for  payment  which  resulted  in  payments  of  $13558l«90.  IO88  pounds 
of  unshorn  lambs  resulted  in  payments  of  $809.lU<»  The  amount  of 
promotion  fund  deductions  was  $575 •90,  Total  payments  in  Vermont 
to  wool  producers  were  $ll4.5  391.0li* 

DEFENSE  ACTIVITIES 

The  State  ASCS  organization  has  been  actively  assisting  other  USDA  agencies 
in  carrying  out  defense  assignments  made  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture, 

In  connection  with  defense  work,  ASCS  acts  as  support  offices  at  the  State 
and  county  levels.  This  involves  providing  space  for  defense  board  meetings 
and  doing  the  necessary  paper  work  as  well  as  maintaining  the  files. 

In  November  1961,  State  and  County  Emergency  Planning  Committees  were  redesig- 
nated State  and  County  Defense  Boards.  State  Executive  Directors  and  county 
office  managers  of  ASCS  were  designated  Chairmen  of  the  State  and  county 
boards.  In  this  position,  our  organization  has  been  busy  in  working  with 
local  Civil  Defense  officials  in  trying  to  mate  tue  necessary  plans  for  keeping 
farmers  informed  of  the  production  and  distribution  of  the  necessary  food  for 
our  population  in  case  of  an  emergency. 
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OTHER  SERVICE  ACTIVITIES 


Outdoor  Conservation  Laboratoiy 

The  Vermont  ASCS  participated  in  the  Outdoor  Conservation  Laboratory  sponsored 
by  the  Vermont  Federation  of  Sportsman* s Clubs  in  cooperation  with  the  Vermont 
State  agencies  concerned  with  conservation  of  all  natural  resources. 

The  Laboratory  was  a 10-day  course  of  orientation  and  field  trips  covering  the 
subjects  of  minerals5  soil,  AGP,  water,  forests  and  wildlife.  The  attendance 
consisted  of  2$  teachers  of  graded  and  high  school  level  who  were  awarded 
scholarships  for  the  Laboratory, 

These  teachers  spent  one  day  on  ACP  and  visited  farms  in  the  vicinity  of  Stowe, 
Vermont,  At  these  farms.  County  Committee  Chairman  Arthur  Stanciiff,  Community 
Committeeman  E,  H.  Loveland,  and  County  Agent  Silas  Jewett  outlined  the  part 
that  the  ACP  program  plays  in  the  conservation  efforto  The  teachers  then 
visited  the  farms  of  E,  H,  Loveland,  Mandoza  Couture  and  Lerqy  Langdell  to 
observe  conservation  practices. 

Informational  Activities 


Timely  Statewide  news  releases  on  ASCS  programs  are  handled  through  a Memorandum 
of  Understanding  with  the  Vermont  Extension  Service,  The  editor  edits  and 
arranges  for  final  release  to  State  and  county  newspapers.  This  method  is  very 
satisfactory  and  the  Vermont  Extension  Service  is  always  cooperative  in  this 
respect. 

Several  radio  programs  were  taped  using  Extension  Service  facilities.  These 
were  developed  Jointly  by  the  State  ASCS  Office  and  personnel  at  the  Vermont 
Extension  Information  Office,  Several  radio  programs  were  arranged  and  State 
Office  personnel  participated  with  various  county  agents  on  these  local  programs. 

Television  programs  were  arranged  at  the  State  level  in  cooperation  with  the 
Vermont  Extension  Editor*  s office. 

The  monthly  newsletter  to  county  offices  for  distribution  to  county  and  commun- 
ity committeemen  and  cooperating  agencies  was  continued  in  I96I,  These  letters 
pointed  out  highlights  on  ACP  and  other  programs  carried  out  in  the  State® 

A county  informational  meeting  was  held  in  each  county  in  the  State  in  the 
spring  of  I96I,  These  meetings  were  attended  by  counly  and  comjTrunity  committee- 
men, visiting  farmers  and  representatives  of  cooperating  agencies.  The  subject 
of  this  year*s  meetings  was  ’’Improving  the  Farm  Visit,”  The  program  was 
developed  jointly  by  representatives  of  the  Vermont  Extension  Service,  SCS,  and 
the  Vermont  ASCS  Office,  Each  local  county  agent,  SCS  technician,  and  county 
ASCS  office  cooperated  by  arranging  for  the  coxmty  meeting  and  the  field  tour 
to  farms  in  the  county.  The  meetings  consisted  of  talks  by  a State  Committeeraan, 
a representative  of  the  State  ASCS  Office,  county  agent  and  SCS  technician.  The 
afternoon  tour  of  farms  was  conducted  by  the  county  agent  and  SCS  technician. 

The  purpose  of  the  field  tour  was  to  observe  the  use  of  farm  management  in  the 
selection  of  ACP  practices.  All  meetings  in  the  State  were  well  attendedg 
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Informational  Activities  (con, ) 

The  practice  of  holding  Farmer-Businessman  Dinners  was  continued  in  some 
coTmties  as  in  I960.  The  dinners  were  arranged  by  county  AS  OS  offices  with 
the  cooperation  of  county  agents.  Each  committeeman  brought  as  his  guest  a 
businessman  from  the  county.  The  program  included  speaters  and  entertainment. 
It  is  felt  that  this  type  of  meeting  provides  an  excellent  opportunity  to  , 
explain  ASCS  programs  and  promote  a better  understanding  among  the  pui^ic. 

State  Office  personnel  gave  talks  on  ASCS  programs  to  various  Granges  and 
service  organizations. 

Several  county  committeemen  throughout  the  State  gave  talks  on  ASCS  progi^n© 
to  the  Vocational  Agilculture  Department  in  high  schools,  veterans  cotirses  and 
service  organizations  "Khen  requested. 

Suggested  county  news  releases  were  provided  counties  when  timely  and  needed. 
These  releases  were  adspted  locally  and  released  for  publication  by  the  County 
Extension  Service.  Additional  ASCS  news  and  announcements  were  disseminated 
locally  through  the  county  agent* s column.
